SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled video recording also known as Slaves Of Desire/ Whip Me Please!/ 
Hangen Party is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording comprises three separate components. Each depicts 
sadomasochistic and bondage and discipline activity. All three vary in the manner in 
which they do this. The first component is a fictional story, the quality of which is dated 
and the presentation unrealistic and exaggerated. The second component is 
instructional in the manner in which it presents the activity. It has a strong emphasis 
on safety and consent. The third component differs from these two, in that there is no 
evident consent and the woman who is being subjected to the activity appears to be in 
considerable pain and discomfort. 

The publication has been considered under s3(2)(f) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993. The publication presents images in the third 
component of a woman being subjected to a range of activities designed to inflict pain 
and discomfort. The woman is completely without control. There is no evidence of 
safety or concern for her well being, with the cruelty appearing to be conducted for the 
pleasure and arousal of the man concerned. The inclusion of this component on the 
video recording results in the publication promoting and supporting acts of violence, 
the infliction of extreme violence and extreme cruelty. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression, but this 
is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling 
under s3(2) are deemed to be objectionable. 
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
